That terrible man. lord Georg' Jell re vs, w!r 
as Oil it.* I‘ J nsi mv under Kin -j: .Jam if.. w<*nt up 
and fl^wn tlm highways of England. carrying <l«•:»;:« 
and destruction with him, somethin'-s met with Li- 
match in repartee. Once it happened on a trial a 
plain countryman who wore a leather doublet was 
a witness, but not giving bis testimony to suit the 
Judge, he bawled out: 

11 You fellow in the leather doublet, pray what 
have 3 ’ou for swearing?” The man looked at hint 
steadily, and replied, “ Truly, sir. if you have no 
more for lying than I have for swearing, you might 
wear a leather doublet as well as I.” This retorl 
caused much laughter and talk in the town.
